Old Country Marufacturers Will In- 
augurate a “Buy British Gooas” 
Campaign in Canada—An Exten- 
sive . Advertising Scheme Wil! be 


Carried Out. 

The manufacturers of the old coun- 
try are in the sear future to make & 
bid for a larger share in the rapidly 
increasing import trade of Canada, and 
with this end in view a carefully 6r- 
ganized campaign of far-reaching pos- 
sibilities is being inaugurated by the 
Canadian zhamber of commerce in the 
empire's capital. 

he chict visible sign of the cam- 
paign will be an exhibition train to 
run over all the thousands of miles 
of the Canadian railways, for a year 
a. first, and .-terwards for as many 
years as British traders find it use- 
ful and profitable. It will exhibit ex- 
amples of the best of British goods 
suitable for Canadian use, made by 
representative British firms. 

It was at first proposed to hire the 
train from one of the Canadian ratl- 
ways, but it has been decided that, 
to carry out the “Made in Britain 
{dea to the fullest extent, the train) it- 
self and the losomotive shall be built 
in the Uni.ed Kingdom, the finest the 
country can produce, and taken 
across the Atlantic with the other 
exhibits. 

The organizer uf the scheme, Mr. 
L. J. Beirne, secretary of the Canad- 
fan chamber of Oe aaa talking 
of the campaign, said: 

“As a preliminary to the train tour, 


we promise to send out special com-|bered only 18,539,578 persons, 


missioners to investigate conditions, 
especially on the transport question, 
with particular reference to the pos- 
sibilities of the Panama canal in re- 
gard to trade between this country 
and Western Canada. 

“Our idea in running this train is 
that since less than a quarter oO:

Demonstrator Declared That Photo- 
graphs Will Soon be Wired From 
New York to London 

Recently a demonstration was given 
of the telecograph, an electrical inven- 
tion which repioduces a photograph at 
a distance as easity as an item of 
news. Various portraits over a dis- 
tence of six hundred miles were trans- 
mitted. The demonstrator declared 
that recent exve~‘ments showed that 
before long pictures would be flashed 
between New York and London. Furth. 
er developments will be the transmis- 
sion of phctos by wireless. A demon- 
stration of this process is promised 
within the next two months. 


Killed Four Lions In Very Few Minutes 

The Souta African mail brings a 
story of how Mrs. Delaporte, wife of 
an official of the Delagoa Railroad, 
bagged four lions in a few minutes. In 
her husband's absence, she received 
‘word that lioas had killed an antelope 
a few miles away. Accompanied by 
two natives, Mrs. Delaporte found six 
lions devouring their prey.

Relic of Napoleon’s Army 

English soldiers, whilst carrying out 
building excavations at Alexandra, 
have just found two skeletons and 
bone fragments which have been 
proved to belong to French soldiers 
who died on Napoleon’s expedition to 
Egypt. These remains hhve been 
handed over by the English military 
authorities to the French consul, and 


ms they will in due course be transported 


to Cairo, where they will be laid with 
fitting ceremoney in the sarcophagus 
wherein repose the bodies of those 
of their companies that have already 
been discovered. 


‘ Radium Will Project Man to the Moon 


According to M. Charles Nordham, 
of the Paris observatory, man may 
yet travel to the moon inisde a por- 
jectile, although hardly in so violent 
a manner as would result from an ex- 
periment upon the lines detailed by 
Jules Verne. 

Radium, says M. Nordman, will af- 
ford the motive power, which must be 
400 times more intense than nitro- 
glycerine. And an appliance to slow 
down the projectile when it reaches 
the moon will be necessary.

Taking. the Census of India’s Huge 
Population 

The task of taking a census of 
India must be stupendous cousidering 
that vast country numbers over 3800,- 
000,000 persons,*scattered over an arva 
of 1,807,000 squars miles. 

A staff of two milion persons was 
employed for the purpose, and the 
census was taken in one night in 
March, at a cost of only $675,000. 


The difficulties were especially 
great iwing to the long lines of 
railway, we big rivers on whicr 


beats iravel sometimes for days 
without comirg to the bank, the jor- 
ests to which woodcutters resort, of- 
ten for weeks at a time, and the 
numeroug sacred places, which, on 
occasious, attract many thousands of 
pilgrims. 

People had to be enumerated wher- 
ever they were caught. In the case 
of railways, for instance, all|-persons 
travelling by rail who took tickets 
after 7 p.m. on the night of the cen- 
sls were enumerated either on the 
platform or in the trains. The latter 
were all stopped at 6 a.m. on the 
following morning, in order to in- 
clude any travellers who up till then 
had escaped notice. 

In spite of this, and owing to the 
vast work done preliminarily, the re- 
sults for tho whole of India were re- 
ceived complete nine days later, and 
were issued in print the next day. 
This rapidity, as the official report 
mentions with justifiable pride, ‘is 
not approached even in the smallest 
European state.” 

The summary tables show that the 
total population of India (including 
the native states)’on the night the 
census was taken was 316,156,396 ‘as 
against 294,361,05 ten years prev- 
fously, of whom 217,586,892 were 
Hindus, 66,647,299 were Moslems, 10,- 
721,453 were Buddhists, and 3,876,203 
were Christians. The literates num-

224,695,909 p.rsons, as against 35,- 
323,041 persons engaged in industry.

EXHIBITS FROM CANADA DESIRED 


Embargo Lifted by United States 
Points—Publi'c Demanded the 
Displays 

Canadian exhibits are wanted at the 
American fairs this year. W. J. 
White, who looks after American emi- 
bration for the Canadian government, 
reports that there has been a change 
of sentiment acrozs the line in regurd 
to displays by Canada. For several 


years there has been a growing antag: ; 


onism to the attractive displays made 
by the Canadian immigration depa-t- 
ment at state exhibition. They attract- 
ed attention ana tzok people from the 
United States to Canada. 

The Americen real estate men 
raised objections and the result was 
that in sevorai states, including New 
York, Illinois arl Minnesota, space 
was refused Canada. But the people 
missed the Canadian show end the 
management of the fairs have come to 
the conclusion that they cannot do 
without this attraction. Therefore 
Syracuse, N.Y., and Springfield, IIL, 
have remove. the embargo and have 
invited Canada to make display their 
year. In sddition there have been 
invitations from an unusually large 
number of 'ocal feirs. 

Mr. White says ‘hat while there has 
been a falling off if arrivals from tie 
United States this year, those who 
have come brougt’ more weaith with 
them than any who arrived in the 
past. He also says that there are 
practically no people moving from 
Western Canada ty the United States. 

The opening up for settlement of a 
big Mountain Indian reservation this 
summer is likely to check the move 
ment of the immigration from the 
south for some time. 


Turns Loose Litter Worth $50,000 

While hunting in the woods in Hants 
county, N.S., a Rawden farmer recently 
found a fox den under an old log 
barn in which he found six fox pups, 
four blacks and two patches, The 
Rawden man ‘ook the litter home and 
made household pets of them until 
they became quite tame and lapped 
milk like kittens. A neighbor who 
happened to see the pups informed 
their owner t'at it was against the 
law to keep them in captivity, and the 
Rawden man being afraid of violat- 
{ing the law and the consequent re- 
sults at once turned the foxes loose, 
They were valued by experts to be 
worth at least $50,000. 


Its Function is to Minister to Alj the 
Neéds of the Community 

In a social gathering held after the 
evening service in a large church in 
Winnipeg ‘t occurred to someone to 
find out where ihe people had come 
from. Each man and woman was ask: 
ed to announce his or her home town. 
What a ro'l call! Ontario, Quebec. 
the Maritime Provinces, the Dakotas, 
Iowa—half the States in the Union; 
Scotland, Ireland and almost every 
county in England. It was a decided 
shock when a yc ung voice announced 
her birth place as “Winnipeg.” One 
native-born—ail the other strangers. 

So it is in all cur western communi- 
ties. We have come from all over the 
English-speaking world and in many 
districts from half the countries in 
Europe as well. Each brings his own 
traditions, customs, ideals, church af- 
filiations, nétional pecularities and 
Perhaps distinctive language. A few 
have something in common and unite 
into a ittle group, but there are 
scores of such little groups. How unite 
these groups into one strong com- 
munity life. This is one of the great 
social tasks of each neighborhood. The 
division into sects and parties and 
sets is bound to create petty jealousies 
and friction and community ineffic- 
fency. Union means strength and har- 
mony and success. ‘ 

One of the greatest needs in each 
neighborhood !: that of a “community 
church.” This is needed first of all for 
economical reasons. It is little less 
than a sinful waste of money to erect 
a@ separate church building for each 
little group of people to use two or 
three hours a week. But much more 
than that, the community church is 
needed to draw all altogether into a 
great common brotherhood dominated 
by the highest ideals, 

This may or may not mean an or- 
ganic union of all denominations. 
When there are no fundamental dif- 
ferences such union surely should take 
place. Why not’ But when real dif- 
ferences exist in practice or belief or 
temperament there !s surely the possi- 
bility of working out a scheme by which 
each group may express its religious 
life in its own way without a sever- 
ance from the common life of che 
community. In one religious meeting 
one man may knee! to pray while an- 
other stands, ani a third remains seat- 
ed, yet all may be really united in 
spirit. Why not apply this principle to 
groups and along broader lines? 

But the community church must be 
more than a common spiritual meet- 
ing-place. It must do more than uaite 
all into a common spiritual fellowship. 
It should be ‘he soul of the commun- 
ity, inspiring and dominating all its 
activities. It should be a moral power 
house from which go forth those mys- 
terious electrical currents that are 
transformed into the light and heat 
and motive power which the commun- 
ity requires in order to maintain its 
highest life. 

Traditionally, the activities of the 
church have been very limited. The 
world has been divided into sacred 
and secular, and the church hag re- 
ligiously confined herself to the s8o- 
called “sacred.” In these latter days 
We are gradually half-fearfully yet joy- 
fully awakening to a new conception 
of life. One of these days we 
shall pbodly proclaim the glorious 
truth “there ‘s no secular.” “A sacred 
day,” “all days are sacred;” “a sac- 
red building,” ‘al! buildings are sac- 
red. yes, every bufh is aflame with 
God;” “a sacred calling,” “all calliags 
are sacred;” “a sacred service,” “all 
service is sacred.” We stand at the 
dawn of the better and brighter day. 
The church’s work {is as broad as 
human welfare. os 

Well, then, what is the work of the 
community church? What, we ask, 
does the community need? Education? 
Recreation? Better business organiza- 
tion? Pubiic conveniences? “A lib- 
rary? A social centre? It is the work 
of the true community church to see 
that these are provided.

THE STACKHOUSE ANTARCTIC EX- 
PLORATION HAS TAKEN A 
NEW TURN 


Will Start Next Summer on Work 
of Surveying, Charting and Souna- 
Ing the Ocean or, a Scale Not Ap- 
proached Since 1872. 

J. Foster Stackhouse’s expedition 
originally intended for Antarctic ex- 
ploration hag developed into a scheme 
for surveying, sounding and charting 
the ocean on a scale which, it is as- 
serted, has not been approached since 
the famous Challenger expedition of 
1872-76. ’ 

Mr. Stackhcuse, explaining his pians 
sald: ‘We shall start next December 
and the voyage will last six or seven 
years. The route will be, London to 
Iceland, thence across the Atlantic to 
Nova Scotia, taking soundings on the 
Way upon the site of the Titanic dis- 
aster. From Halifax the vessel will 
proceed to the Azores and then down 
the “backbone” of the Atlantic to the 
Brazilian island of Trinidad, examin- 
ing all portions of the ocean where no 
soundings have hitherto been, made. 
Then we will go to Rio De Janice, to 
the southeast of which there is a 
great sand tank on the trade route 
and then around Cape Horn, where

The journal con- 
siders thet owing to a comparatively 
harrow effective radius and inability 
to attack land fortifications, etc., the 
submarine can never render battle- 
ships useless, even if the latter were, 
as they are not, completely powerless 
against submarine attack.

‘made this day of

BETWEEN 


Tue Town or Empress, in 
the Province of Alberta; a 
‘body corporate, hereinafter 
called the ‘‘ town *'

WHEREAS the Contractors ate the 
owners of and lessees of the petroleum and 
natural gas rights in and under certain lands 
near the Town of Empress in the Proviace 
of Alberta, and near the Town of East 
Empress in the Province of Saskatchewan. 

AND WHEREAS the Contractors are 
ubout to commence operations for the 
drilling of a well or wells for the discovery 
of natural gas, and the Town has agreed to 
give the Contractors and to their associates 
both present and future, and to their assigns, 
the sole and exclusive right to open up 
trenches and ae, gas mains and pipes inthe 
streets of the Town and to supply gas for 
power and domestic purposes in the said 

‘own upon and subject to the terms and 
conditions hereinafter set forth. 

AND WHEREAS the Contractore 
propose to incorporate a company under 
the Companies Act of The Province of 
Saskatchewan or inthe Province of Alberta 
under the Companies Ordinance of the 
North West Territories, for the purpose of 
taking over some or all of the. petroleum 
and natural gas rights held by the Contrac- 
tore and carrying on the necessary opera- 
tions for the purpose of discovering natural 
gas thereon, Rndfor the purpose of remov- 
ing and selling such gas. 

Now THI® AGREEMENT WITNESS 
THAT IT IS HEREBY AGREED BY AND 
BETWEEN THE PARTIES HERETO IN THE 
MANNER FOLLOWING THAT IS TO BAY :— 

1. The following words, wherever 
they occur in this agreement, shall bear the 
meaning hereinafter set out, namely :— 

(a) The words ‘* Town Council "’ shall 
be held to mean the Council of the Town, 
as defined by the provisions of Chapter 10 
of the Acts of the Province of Alberta for 
the year 1907, and any amendments now 
made or which may hereafter be made 
thereto, 

(b) The word ‘‘ street ’’ shall be heldto 
mean any street, avenue, lane or alley

(c) The word ‘'Contractors’’ shall 
include not only the Contractors herein 
named but also such other persons as may 
be hereafter associated with them, and the 
assigns of the Contractors, and upon the

2. That the Contractors shall within 
five months after the date of the execution 
of this agreement, commence active 
operatiofs for the purpose of boring or 
calling te, nearor within profitable distance 
of the Town for the purpose of seer 
whether a sufficient or paying supply 
natural gas or other natural tuel products 
exist or can be obtained’ and utilized for 
commercial purposes; and if the Contrac- 
tors shall at any time before procuring gas 
in paying quantities discontinue activeoper- 
ations foraperiod of six monthsin duration, 
ortail to obtain gas within two years from 
date of execution of this agreement, the 
privileges granted under Said agreement 
shall be absolutely forfeited.

Eyes of che Starfish 

At the eud of each arm in the com- 
mon starfish ther? is a little red »ye. 
It is sheltered at the base of the termi- 
}nal tube foot, which has become alto- 
gether sensory. The eye or eye cushion 
shows little cups. each closed by a 
lens, linea by red, rodlike sensory 
cells, clothed externally by supporting 
cells and containing a transparent 
watery substance. Hellmuth Plessuer 
made a number of experiments at 
Heliogland in order to discover how 
much a starfish sees with these “eyes” 
jor eye spcts The .nswer is, not very 
Imuch. It dees not form ap image nor 
does it perceive % moving object. But 
it has corsiderable sensitiveness in 
distinguishing different degrees of 
light and ehade. Even the skin of the 
starfish is responsive to differences of 
| uminaticn, in the immediate vicinty, 
| but by means of its “eyes” the starfish 
|becomes awar: of distant illumination 
‘that differs, either positively or nega- 
tively, from that of the immediately 
surrounding area. -New York World. 


Bank of Englard Salaries 

| To enter the service of the Bank of 
England a candisate must be nominat- 
jed by a direster, be of good moruai 
character, pass a quelifying (not com- 
petitive) examination and be between 
eighteen and twenty-two years cld 
The first vear Fis salary is $500 and 
then it rises at the rate of $50 a year. 
At the end of the fifth year he pro- 
ceeds to the fourth class or else leaves 
the service of .he bank. According 
to figures furnished by one of the 
bank’s officials, the average pay at the 
}end of ten years is $1,060. At fifteen 
jyears it is $1,300, twenty years $1,545, 
thirty years $145; after that the sen- 
jor clerks pass to $2,150. The staff 
and special posts, numbering about 
100, are won by meritorious service. 
The highest salary is paid the chief 
cashier and is $15,000. The chief ac- 
countant draws $12,500, and there are 
several appointments ranging from $7,- 
| 500 to $3,500. Agents of branches re- 
ceive up to $12,000 There is a pen- 
sion system to which the clerk does 
not contribute, but for which he is 
qualified after ten years’ service,— 
Moody's Magazine. 


Dirigible Balloons 

The dirigible balloon is by no means 
a modern invention. Ags a matter of 
fact, as ‘ong ago as 1784 General 
Meusnier proposed the constructon of 
an elongated balioon which might he 
propelled through the air. Experi- 
ments were made with it by two 
brcthers named Robert, who made 
several ascents and attained a speed 
of three miles au hour, though the 
method of propulsion Was only aerial 
oars worked hy hard. Nothing further 
was attempted unti! 1852, when Henri 
Giffard built dirigibles, which, by 
means of a light steam engine, he pro- 
pelled at nearly seven miles an hour, 
and since then various experiments 
have been made which  u!'timately 
‘ended in the wonderful triumph of

General Caumesnil’s Leg 


General Daumes.il’s wooden and 
iron leg is in the Paris military mus- 
eam, The waciior is question lost ore 
of his ‘egs at the battle of Wagram, 
and when he returned to Paris it was 
replaced by a mechanical contrivance 
o. timber w'ti iron springs. Although 
crippled, the old soldier remained in 
active service and aws in command of 
tre Vincenies fort in 1814 when the 
allies were in Paris. It was to the 
troops of the anti-Napoleon coalition 
that General Daurresnil said when 
called upon to give up his fort, “Let 
me have my leg and then you can take 
Vincennes.” The old general died in 
1832, deprived of his mechanical limb. 
It had been taken off while he was ill 
in order to be repaired by a smith 
named Brou, ‘iving in Vincennes. Brou 
kept the article and handed it down 
to his family, from whom it subse- 
quently passed into the ownership of 
the municipality of Vincennes, The 
councillors of the artillery borough 
handed it ove: to the war department, 
and it is among the most honored rel- 
ics of French armies of the past.

The Norwegian Government Said to 
be a Model For All Nations, and 
Has Onc of the Most Democratic 
Forms of Government in the World. 
The Norwegian people boast that 

they have one of the most democratic 
forms of government in the world. The 
Storting is in close touch with every- 
day affairs, an» there can be ro 
strong expression of public sentiment 
that it aot at once reflected there. All 
men and women over twenty-five 
years of age who have been at least 
five vears in the country, provided 
they are not paupers, bankrurts or ex- 
convicts, are allowed to vote; , and 
women as well as men are eligible for 
the Storting. 

When an election takes piace the 
Norwegian eleztors must choose, in 
addition to the direct member, a vice- 
deputy meaber to take his place 
should the representative be at afiy 
time unavoidably absent from the 
Sturting. For each seat contested each 
party may put furward one candidate 
and one vice-deputy candidate. The 
voting, both for memBer and deputy 
member, takes place on the same Cay 
and, althouvh it seldom happens, it is 
possible fo. a Conservative deputy to 
be returned ‘vith a Liberal mem»er, 
and vice versa. 

Members of the Storting are paid at 
the rate of 3000 kroner ($830) per year 
for ordinary sittings, but if called up- 
on to attend for any extra period an 
additional payment is made of 12 
kroner a day. In addition to the cash 
payment tiere are also special privi- 
Jeges such a8 free doctor and nurse in 
ease of illness and free travelling on 
the state railways. The-demands made 
upon a Stortingsman are heavy. Hach 
membey must attend sittings regularly 
and vote upon every question. He is 
not allowed tc absent himself uniess 
be can give an adequate reason, or 
unless he has first obtained the per- 
mission of the Storting If be is un- 
avoidably absent, then his deputy 
must be present. The deputy has no 
direct payment for his services, but 
receives a share of the member's sal- 
ary ot the ond of the year, the amount 
depending upon tae number of sittings 
he has attended. 

Local governinent in Norway is 
largely adm/‘nistered by town coun- 
ceils and rura! district counéils, but in 
addition, a ruval district usually con- 
sist of several parishes, each of which 
has its own parish council, and the 
districts in each county form a unit of 
their own, the county corporation 
The municipalities have not quite lo- 
eal autonomy, but they have very large 
powers, and only in certain cases have 
they to apply to the prefect ur to the 
government concerning measures 
which in order to become valid re- 
quire the approval of either of these 
euthorities. The outstanding ‘eature 
of Norwegian local government is the 
fact that it is simplified as much as 
Ppessible, and that each department 
has its own Clearly defined and separ- 
ate duties. There is very little over- 
lapping, the educational, the poor law, 
the health and tha other local admin- 
istrative bodies do not come in con- 
flict with each other as they do in 
some countri¢és. We cannot say that 
local government is perfect, but it is 
fairly efficient. This is doubtless due 
to the fact that the different depart- 
ments have not to deal with vast 
numbers of people. The poor law of- 
ficers generally know personally al- 
most every indiviiual who applies for 
relief, and they have génerally a per- 
sonal know.edge of the history of 
each case With which they aie called 
upon to deal.--London Times. 
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BLIND CAN READ PAPERS BY EAR 


Type Reading Octophone Has Been 
Greatly Perfected by its Inventor 
Fournier d’Albe 


It is now possible for a blind man 
to read by tie ear, owing to the im- 
provements in an electrical instru- 
ment which was first shown by Four- 
nier d’Albe at last year’s British asso- 
ciation meeting. 

The instrument has as its basic 
principle. the peculiar property of 
selenium, by hich the strength of an 
electric current passing through it 
varies with the amount of light. It is 
connected with a telephcne receiver, 
and according as more or less light 
falls or’ the se’anium so does the elec- 
tric current passing through the re- 


ceiver vary, and consequently the 
sounds heard in the receiver vary. 
By throwing a powerful light on 


ordinary letterpress, it is possible to 
differentiace between letters by dif- 
ferent souncs in the receiver. 

An ordinary newspaper can thus be 
read by the “type-reading octophone.” 
To Heip Vessels in a Fog 

An interesting experiment in navi- 
ration in the fog will be carried out 
by the Canadian Nortioam sterner 
Royal George. She is fitted with an 
apparatus enabling a vessel in the 
thickest. of weather, without the aid 
of compass or sextant, to ascertain 
her position when she is within a 
radius of fifty miles of a fixed wire- 
less station or a wWireless-fitted ship 
whose position ig known. 

It is also claimed for this apparatus 
that should the Royal George pick 
up a wireless distress signal she 
would be able to set her course to- 
wards its source, even though ithe 
distressed vessel Were not able to in- 
dicate her position 


Suppressing Opium Traffic 

The third international opium con- 
gress at The Hague has reached an 
agreement that the international con- 
vention looking to the suppression of 
the opium traffic drafted by the cofi- 
ference as soon as the adhering pow- 
ers have ratified it, despite the absten- 
tion of some of the powers. 

Tihs convention aims not only at 
the suppression of the opium traffic, 
but international traffic in cocaine and 
other noxions and habit forming 
drugs. The representatives of 44 na- 
tions have taken part in conferences 
on this subject, although not all -of 
the states have signe? the 2onvention. 


RURAL LIFE 'N CANADA 


eee 
A Plea For Improved Conditions on 
the Farm : 
(Contributed by Can. Welfare League) 
Since Roosevelt’s Country Life 
Commission reported there have been 
issued in the Unitad States a aumber 
of books on the country problem. “In 
Canada we have thought we had uo 
rurd] problem. But the census of 
1911 gave us—a rude awakening and 
we d that in some respecis our 
conditions are even less satisfactory 
than those in the United States. 


Now. a Presbyterian minister has 
come forward to deal with our rural 
ie problem—Rev. John MucDoug:til 
f Spencerville, Cnterio, in a volume 
of 250 pages, covers the whole field 
from economic? t, recreation. 

He points out that the proportion 
of rural io total population hes fallen 
in every province during the decade. 
Many causes are contributory. Among 
economic causes are poor farming 
and still more furdamental the fact 
that “Too small a proportion of the 
price paid”by the ultimate purchaser 
goes to the farmer.’ The author urges 
the adoption of scientific and business 
tnethods, espécially co-operation. 

In the clapter on Social Causes of 
Unrest the writer shows an intimate 
knowledge of actual conditions. The 
following ~xtracts give a fair idea of 
tke book as a whule: 3 

“The conditions of toil are often un- 
necessarily hard. Laborsaving de- 
vices in the home are sometimes 
scantily prov.ded, while those for the 
barn and field are ample. ‘Evil is 
wrought by want of thought as weil 
as Want of heart’ Let us glance at 
a single illustration—the supply of 
wuter in the house. The agrteultural 
survey of 1910 fcund that in Priuce 
Edward Island ninety-seven per ceat. 
of, the farm houser obtain water from 
wells outside the house. All carry the 
water by hand. In Nova Scotia only 
two .per cent. ot the farm houses 
have water piped to the house. + In 
{New Brunswick ninety-five per cent. 
obtain water from wells and springs. 
In English-speaking Quebec  ninety- 
two per cent carry water by hand. 
These conditions are general. This 
lacle is due perhaps chiefly to tue 
fact that the equipment introduced-s0 
liberally out of doors.is not regarded 
as labor-saving by the man who bas 
no dread of tuil, but rather as a means 
of adding to the efficiency of his labor 
and thus nultiplying his~output. But 
the wife suffers nevertheless, and the 
daughters leave. The housebcld 
seience courses offered by the egri- 
cultural] colleges point the way to a 
solution. With wider knowledge of 
thé possibilities of achievement 
through fuller equipment the daugh- 
ters of the farm will vie with tkeir 
brothers in advance. 

Conditions of toil in the fields also 
are unnecess2zily hard. The modern 
crusade against ‘occuptional disease 
must deliver the farmer from rheuma- 
tism and many another afflication by 
recalling him from the fields in rain 
and giving him more-mastery over all 
the circumstances of his toil. The 
modern world can easily afford such 
relief through a fairer distribution of 
the profits of labor. 

The provlem of the farm laborer is 
an unsolved ore in Canada as yet, ror 
will it be solved until greater effic- 
jency is demanded, higher wages paid, 
and a home for the farm laborer and 
hig household provided. A somewhat 
common custom at present is to pay 
a certain monthly wage—the average 
for eastern Canada is $32.66 per month 
for a season 92f some seven or eight 
months—together with board at the 
farmer's table and a room “in his 
house, and aisu s.abling and keep for 
the hired man's Lorse. I recently 
asked one of our leading farmers re- 
garding the effect upon the efficiency 
and general character of the men of 
this custom of maintairing a driving 
horse. “They are out driving until 
midnight,” was the reply; “the effect 
upon both imoratz and efficiency is 
bad. But,” he added, “you can secure 
them on no other terms.” The cottage 
for a home would benefit employer 
and employee aiike. What modern 
industry has discovered, modern agri 
culture must learn, namely, that the 
best paid and care for labo is the 
most profitable.

INDIAN CONSERVATIONISTS 


Active Interest In Forest Protection 
Taken by the Indians 

The Indian ‘ias frequently—and not 
always unjust::—been accused of crim- 
inal carelessness wich fire, aud to the 
ancestral habit of setting out fires in 
order to improve grazing for buffalo 
has been ascribed the cause of the 
prairies, on which trees are once more 
being grown. But owing to the pre- 
cept and example of Dominion fire- 
wardens this ingrained carelessness 
has in Northern Manitoba, at least— 
been supplanted by an enthusiasm for 
forest conservation. Severa] hundred 
Indians last summer promised to_cb- 
serve every precaution to prevent for- 
est fires, and, as the chief fire rang- 
er writes, “The fact_of no fires this 
summer is proof “powitive that the 
majority of them have\faithfully kept 
their pledge.” During the course o 
the summer sixty-three Indians volun- 
tarily visited the chief’s headquarters 
to discuss the plans of the forestry 
branch in the matter of conserving the 
remaining forests in Western Can- 
ada. x 

Many of these Indians are suffi@ent- 
ly well educated to serve as fire-rang- 
ers, and, following its policy of ob- 
taining the best men possible for this 
work, the Dominion government has 
enlisted quite a number of Indians in 
the fire-ranging service, for which 
their knowledge of the country and 
their enthusiasm for the work make 
them admirably adapted. Although 
the forest-fire loss on the © 125,000 
square miles of cvown timberland pat- 
rolled by Dominion fire-rangers was 
very small—tho area of timber burnt 
over being less than nine one-hun- 
dredths of one per cent. (0.09 per 
cent.)—yet this low loss was not a 
little due to the frequent showers of 
rain during the danger seasoa. In or- 
der to insure safety in seasons of 
drought, the furestry branch proposes 
to install lookout stations which will 
increase the efficiency of the . yet 
somewhat inadequate patrol. Already 
several towers have been established, 
enabling Funge’s to scan at one glance 
several hundred square miles of coun- 
try. Wireless“telegraphy has also 
been brought ‘nto use and from The 
Pas and Fort Chureiill it is now pos- 
sible for ihe rangers in these remove 
regions to communicate almost  in- 
stantly with the forestry branch at 
Ottawa in-inatters of special urgency. 
This is probably the first prictical ap- 
plication of wircless telegraphy to 
forest fire protegtion in America cr 
elsewhere. w 


When Everyone Will be Wealthy 


Sir George Paish, editor of the 
“Statist,” and one of the greatest liv- 
ing authorities on economic problems, 
made a remarkable prophesy in the 
course of an address following the an- 
nual dinner of the Political ang Econ- 
omic Circle of the National Liberal 
club. He gaid: 

“The economic condition of the 
British pecple at the present time is 
one of great strength, and the course 
of events shows conclusively that us 
the years pass by it will become ever 
stronger. We may now look forward 
with confidence to a time, in the not 
far distant futur, when the incomes 
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of everyone will be over the poverty 
line and when even the poorest will 
be able vo participate in the great 
wealth we are accumulating from 
year to year and from generation to 
generation.” 

Can Great Britain, he asked, af- 
ford to spend the 210 millions of 
pounds a year which is demanded of 
it by the governments, and_to .look 
forward with equanimity to the large 
additional expenditure which will be 
required for social legislation during 
the next few years? His answer was 
an emphatic affirmative. 

Roughly «peaking, the wealth and 
income of Great Britain, doubled 
every 30 years, and he believed it to 
be not over sanguine to expect that 
about the year 1944 we shail have a 
national income of 4,000 millions aud 
accumulated weaith amounting to 
over-30,000 miliions of pounds or $650,- 
000,000.

The Veteran Postal Reformer Says an 
Officiai is Nesded With Rank so 
High That He Can Insist on the 
Necessary Reforms. Being Inaugur- 
ated. 

Sir Join Hennaiker Heaton, the vet- 
eran posta! reformer whose energetic 
influences has produced many reforms 


in the British postal service, has now 
written to Rt. Hon. Charles Hob- 


f|house, pos.masier-general, urging the 


appointment of an imperial postmaster 
general. ‘Our postmasters-general,” 
Sir Henniker devlares, “have reluctant- 
ly. followed*rathcr than led their col- 
onial colleague. Their most egregious 
failure has been with the cable ser- 
vice, which they have allowed a sinall 
combination of asiute speculators to 
acquire ccntrol of for their own profit 
and to the detriment of the empire. 
What is wanted is a minister with 
rank so high anc. independent that he 
will be able to face the most penur- 
ious counse!lor of the exchequer and 
insist on the realization of all postal, 
telegraphic and cable reforms, re- 
quired in the interests of the empire.” 

Sir Henniker concludes by advocat- 
ing a conyerence of postmaster: of the 
dominions over seas and the United 
States to confer with the imperial 
poctmaster-generul on thie establish- 
ment of a uniform cable rate of one 
penny a word tLroughout the Britis. 
empire and the United States. An- 
other step ‘s to assemble the world’s 
postmasters ior the purpose of consid- 
ering the institution of universal pen- 
ny letter postage and universal penny 
a word cable when mailed from the 
cable station. on 


OIL FOR THE NAVY 


Admiralty Plana for World-Wide Sup- 
ply Depot System 

A great scleme for the provision of 
oil supplies fo, the navy is being 
worked out by the British government, 
and in order to prevent an undue ac- 
cession in the price of desirable pros- 
pective flelus, the admiralty ar2 ob- 
serving great secrecy regarding the 
movements of their agents. The idea 
is that the admiralty shall establish 
immense siores Of oil on British terri- 
tory on all the main ocean highways 
to replace coaling stations. fn order 
to carry cut this project oil supplies 
are sought in territory as nearly con- 
tiguous to the proposed stations as 
possible, to reduce the cost of trans- 
portation to a minimum, and to estab- 
lish an ample anc continuous supply. 
British agents are now in the United 
States, Brazil, Persia, Canada and 
elsewhere prospecting for oil, but up 
to the present no details of their re- 
ports are available. For the Pacific 
oil stores California is being looked tu 
for a supply, ard this is causing some 
misgiving in Canada, where oil is 
found in paying quantities. But the 
fact has been demonstrated that oil 
ig found in California in paying quanti- 
ties, while the supply in Western Can- 
ada is not as general or as well ex- 
ploited. Sir Owen Philipps and Lord 
Pirrie are said to be intimately associ- 
ated with the ew prospect as far as 
Californien oil is concerned. 


Confidante of Many State Secrets 

Probably the man Who knows more 
diplomatic secrets than anybody else 
in the world is Leopold de Rothschild, 
of London, England, one of the prin- 
cipals of the great international bank- 
ing house of Rothschild. He is the 
friend and confidant of every ambas- 
sador and minister accredited to tLe 
court of St. James’, and continually in 
their company. Is it to be wondered 
at that he is acquainted with most 
moves on the chess boards of the na- 
tions? 

As one of th. principals of the great 
banking house bearing his name his 
position as a controller of the ‘money 
market naturally makes him the most 
sought-efter personage in London, for 
no great government loan can be 
floated without the house of Roths- 
child being directly or indirectly con- 
sulted. 

To Leopold de Rothschild come the 
envoys of state for advice and guid- 


ance; often to submit to him vast 
schemes for the raising of money. In 
the Wevelopment of a country, in the 


provision of railways, in the numer- 
ous other activities for which money is 
needed, Mr. Rothschild plays a far 
greater part than most people suspect. 
His bank in St. Swithin’s lane, Lon- 
don, is an international medium for 
relieving nations and states cf mone- 
tary difficulties. 

For years cabinet ministers have 
consulted Leopuld de Rothschild on 
financial questions affecting the coun- 
try, and there is.still an intimate, 
though little suspected, connection be- 
tween the cabinet and the house of 
Rothschild.

TAKING THE CENSUS OF SEALS 


Commission of Canadian and United 


States Scientists to Count 
the Herds 

Three United States commissioners 
and two Canadian commissicners will 
spend the summer at the 
islands in a study of the prapogation 
of seals in northern waters. 

The scientists chosen to represent 
the United States are: W. H. Osgood, 
of the biological department of the 


(Field museum of natural history, Chi- 


cago; Dr. George H. Parker, professor 
of biology, Harvard; Edward A. Pre- 
bel of the United States biological 
survey., All these three men are ‘f 
considérable experience in the north, 
and are familiar with the animals 
found there. 

Their present commissions will en- 
tail a study on the seals at their breed- 
ing grounds on tie islands of St. Paul 
and St. George, with the object of 2e- 
termining the rate of propogation and 
whether the killing of a certain num- 
ber of males each year affects the 
rate of propogation. 

An actual census of the/seals which 
come to the Rockies will be among 
the tasks of the commission. Pxactly 
what method of ‘taking the census and 
marketing the sels will be employed 
has not been determined, according to 
Mr. Osgood. In the past various 
methods have been suggested and 
used, such as shaving of the one side 
of the head and tranding with irons. 

It is estimated that the seal herd, at 
the time the United States acquired 
the islands, numbered no less than 1,- 
500,000. Thig number has constantly 
diminished, and there has been a 
great variance of opinion as to the 
proper methoc of managing the seal 
industry. The slaughtering of seals 
was prohibited for a period of five 
years by the act of congress in 1942, 
except for the purpose~of supplying 
the natives of the Pribilof islands 
with food. ~ ‘ 

Treaties have been entered into be- 


tween the United States and Great} 
Britain, Russia and Japan, governing; 


the conduct of the seal industry. The 
government handles directly whatever 
skins are taken. 

The first aciual census of the seals 
taken, which was in 1912, the first 
season after the prohibitory law went 
into effect, showed the herd to con- 
tain 215,940 seals, which was estimat- 
ed to represent a gain of 30,000 over 
1911. The census about to be taken 
will indicate what rate of increase 
has been :nade under the protection 
of the law

Britain, France, Germany and United 
States Will Bear Expense of 
_ Undertaking 
To free the North Atlantic of dere- 
licts, the United States revenue cut- 
ters Seneca ani Miami, will estab- 


llish an interrattonal patrol ir those 
| waters as authorized by the Interna- 


tional Maritime Conference in London 
last year. P - 

At present th: two cutters are 
working out +i Halifax to warn ves- 
sels against icebergs which may cross 
the paths frequented by steamers »e- 
tween Europe and Americh. Ar soon 
as the danger of icebergs has passed, 
the two cutters will search for dere- 
licts which imperfi shipping. One of 
the cutters will make its headquar- 
tars somewhere in the Azores and 
confine its duty t. the European end 


of the trans-Atlantic routes. The other | 


will make ts headquarters either in 
Newfoundland oi Nova Scotia and 
limit {ts efforts to the American end 
of the well-travelled course. 

Although th2 United States has 
been authozized t maintain this dere- 
lict patrol, it wil! be paid for by all 
the powers which participated in the 
International Maritime Conference 
and signed the treaty growing out of 
that confe:ence. The treaty will not 
be effective unti’ July 1, 1915, but 
by common consent the patrel is to 
be established this year, and the in- 
terested nations selected the United 
States to take cherge of it. 

Great Britain will bear thirty per 
cent. of the €xpense of the patrol, 
France, Germany and the United 
States each fifteer per cent., and the 
balance will be spportioned among 
powers With fever ships in the North 
Atlantic. 


MAKES AEROPLANES SAFE 
pa ae, 
Stabilizing Machine Will Prevent Air 
Accidents 

Striking demonstrations of a stabil- 
izing device fu. aeroplanes Were made 
at Bezons, near Paris, by two Amer!- 
cans, Sperry and his son. The device 
which weighs only forty pounds and 
measures some eighteen inches across 
and twelve inches high, is based on a 
quadruple gyroscope driven by elec- 
tric power generated by the engines cf 
the aeroplune. One pair of gyroscopes 
work on the elevating planes and are 
so balanced tha: the moment tke 
planes are at a dangerous angle the 
gyroscopes theow them back into thir 


correct position, The other pair keep} 


up the automatic lateral balance. 
Sperry’s son rose from tke Seine 
River with a mechanic in his Curtiss 
waterplane. At . reight of sume 600 
feet both pilot acd passenger rose 
frcm their seats, and the mechanic 


climbed out on the lower plane of the 


machine to = pvint some six feet 
from the centre of gravity. Meanwhile 
Sperry was standing with both arms 
above his head. The gyrosecpes kept 
the machine Lalanced. The mechanic 
then clampbereu to the tail of the ma- 
chine. For a fraction of a second the 


waterplane quivered and the tail sank | 


downwards. Immediately the baJatc- 


ing apparatus set to work and brought | 


the machine back into perfect equil- 
ibrium. Five times the experiments 
were repeated. Then Sperry'’s son 
came down to the water in 4 splendid 
volplane whick was also autematic.

FOR 


The Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture Authorized to Co-operate With 
Cities and Towne to Ensure Sani- 
tary Condition in Dairies. 

Drastic regulat:ons are provided in 
the order-in-council authorizing the 
department o! agriculture to ‘co-operate 
with cities or towns for the eradica- 
lthe of bovine tuberculosis. The aid of 
the department of agriculture is to be 

; given to towns of a population of not 

less than 5,000 which have made pro- 

vision for the licensing of dairies 
from which thei: milk supplies are 
drawn, these licenses to be issued 
only if the dairy conforms to a stand- 
ard requiving ample air space in the 
stables, ventilation, drainage and at 
: two square feet of window glass 


for each cow. 

Two yeurs ago the test of each cow 
in the dai'y the sale within the city 
or town cf milk oi cream shall be 
prohibited un’?ss herds shoW a clean 
bili of health from sanitary  in- 
spectors. Each city or town shall ap- 
point an inspector or inspectors to see 
that the cows are kept clean and pro- 
perly fed and cared for. 

When these requirements have been 
carried out Ly, any city or town aud 
an application 
hee of ‘he veterinary director-general, 
the latter shall send veterinary in- 
spectors to insp:ct the dairy cows and 
jeu subjecting them to the tuper- 


culin test as well as making physical 
examination in each case. Cows in- 
fected with open tuberculosis and 
which are distributing the germs of 
the disease through the milk or other- 
wise shall be slaughtered at an abat- 
toir under jnspection or in the pres- 
ence of tre inspector who shall give 
directions as to the disposition of ine 
carcass. ,»Re-actors to the test are to 
be separated from non-reactors to the 
test and shall be immediately slaugh- 
tered after they have been prepared 
for the block by drying off and feed- 
ing; or they may be retained in the 
herd and no milk or cream from the 
herd sold unti! it has been pastuer- 
ized. 

Provision i: madé Tor the compensa- 
tion of tie cwners of all -cows 
slaughtered-under these regulations, 
the compensa*ior to be equal to one- 
half the appraised value in the case of 
open tuberculosis, one-third the ap- 
praised vaiue ‘i the cow is destroyed 
as a re-actor at the request of the 
owner, the owner tc be also given the 
salvage from the carcass provided the 
amount of salvage and compensation 
do not exceed the appraised value of 
which the surplus goes to the receiver 
general. 

The regulations provide for pericd- 
ical tests whenever deemed necessary 
by the veterizury director-general. No 
new cows are to be added to a herd 
unless they have passed the test of 
the department. When the successive 
tests fail to deter any reactor in a 
herd it shall be deemed healthy and 
the veterinary iaspector is authorized 
to give a certificate to that effect up- 
onj request. i
